Bureau Scandal Charges Lower 
Courts bere.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.~—Jonn 
W. Thompson, wealthy St. Louis 
contractor convicted with Charles 
kh. Forbes, former director of the 
Veterans’ Fureau, on conspiracy 
charges growls out of hospital 
contracta, asked the Supreme Court 
today to review his case. 

Counsel for Forbes is expected 
to make a similar plea next week. 

Thompson's petition charged 


numerous errors to the lower courts’ 


which passed on his case and he 
argued that the only evidence in 
support of any material fact a)- 
leged in his indictment Was given 
| by Elias H. Mortimer, who was d¢- 
\scribed as having been “impeachoJ 
_for truth and veracity by reputable 
citizens of every locality in which 
ihe ever lived.” 

| Among hia con‘entions was that 
ithe trial court erred in taking a 
week's recess during the trial dur- 
‘ing which “jurymen were py 3

i'matory and hostile press.’’ 

He urged the Supreme Cour: to 
protect the innocent from “the 
clamorous abuse of a sensation- 
hungry press,” insisting that, “when 
‘every safeguard is broken down, 
whenever recognized.right is tak- 
en away the wrong done to the 
single citizen becomes a wrong to 
the body politic.”

HE yak has long been famed 
T in song and story because of 

his peculiar name and strange 
appearance. He is the hairiest of 
animals and the deep fringe of hair 
that is his outstanding character- 
istic falls over his shoulders, his 
sides and his tail. 

In Tibet, India, however, the yak 
is more than a strange animal! with 
a stranger name. It is a beast of 
burden and it is a source of in- 
come, for its hair and its milk are 
readily saleable. ‘The yak is really 
a cross between a bison and an ox. 
It is a large clumsy animal with 
great feet that stamp about heay- 
ily. 

It is because of these great 
stamping feet and the fact that this 
animal is excited almost to a frenzy 
by noise, that the Tibetans make 
use of the yak as a threshing ma- 
chine. 

After the barley is cut down and 
gathered it is strewed in an en-

jclosure of hard earth reaching over 
an area of about half an acre. The 


grain is ‘stacked several inehes 
dcep,
